IN THE CLAIMS: 



1. (Previously Amended) A plane light source unit comprising: 
a light pipe including an upper surface, a lower surface, and an incidence side surface, 
and including a light output means formed in said upper surface so that light incident on said 
incidence side surface exits from said lower surface through said light output means while light 
incident on said lower surface is transmitted through said upper surface; and 

a linear light source disposed on said incidence side surface of said light pipe, said linear 
light source having an effective light emission region which is longer than a longitudinal length 
of said incidence side surface,
